Appeals. Counsel lor the Commonwealth were 
Messrs. Major, Craddock, Grover, and Selby; lor 
the defense. Col H. 1 arshall, Wm. Pry-. r, and 
Berry in an. The slave Jane belongs to Edward 
Smith, of Henry county, Ky , and is the same 
slave that was hereloloie sentenced lo be hung la 
Henry county las' year, that Judge Nuttall was 
said to have decided the question of baptism 
upon, in which he decided that sprinkling was 
lenal baptism Jud^e Nuttall was here at the 
trial, hut no person took i.-sue with him 011 the 
above decision. It is thought and generally be-

V'all' uio, July 5. — He day lielore yesterday 
the son oi GeMral Orb ia aaaae as pt Htmtg ttirr 
to the hemlqu irteri of the French anny lit re, 
bringing with him an autograph 'etter from the 
Emperor of Austria to the Emperor ol the French. 
He was allowed to pass through without any kin- 
dating of the eves or other measures ol pre- 
caution w Mod were formerly used on such occa- 
sions. He found the EmperOT in the garden and 
delivered his missive- You m»y imagine the field 
which this missive has opened to Conjecture. 
Some Mtff it is a letter of thanks for the manner 
in which* the Austrian wounded have been treat- 
ed; others think it has reference to the exchange 

of prisoners; others are of opinion that it is a de- 
mand for an armistice; while some go so far as 
to d earn of peace. This step, it cannot be de 
nied, has something rather strange in il, it, as it 
was leporled, the E m peror of Au-tria had re- 
turned, or is to return to Vienna; otherwise, it 
must be recollected that both Emperors ate like 
wise the Connn inder—in Chief of their respective 
armies, and can therefore have communication as 
such without there being any grounds for attrib 
uting gr, aler importance to this step than it 
really deserves.

ON DITS IN rARIS. 

Paris, Julv !). — As to the terms on which peace 
mav be likely to be made, everybody thai I have 
spoken with seems hopelessly in the dark. On 
the "lie hand il is said that the Emperor Napo 
leoti's program ale, fltaly shall be tree to the 
Adriatic," must 04 fulfilled; but , on the other, 
nobody supposes for a moment that the Emperor 
of Austria is prepared to surrender Venice and 
the quadrangular fortresses without a further 
struggle. The only suggestion I have heard for 
getting out of this dilemma is that the Emperor's 
programme must undergo it construction which 
will amount to mutilation. It must be, I am 
told, slightly ettropir Politicians who have hlth- 
erto been tiie most thick anil thin partisans of 
the war are now, tor the na^e of peace, resigned 
to see Venice an independent Slate under an 
Austrian Archduke, and the four fortresses made 
over to the Germanic Confederation. This they 
sav would not be contrary to the letter of the 
programme. Itilv would be "free" as far as the 
Adriatic, although she would not be absolutely 
an I altogether Italian. Great will be the ditap 
p.intmii.t of Piedmont, and indeed of all Italy 
if the war which his been so brilliantly success 
fill should lie brought to no end without ace DDI- 
plUhlng finite all that was hoped from it

Vienna, July 6th, IMS.— The Viennese con- 
tinue to grumble and rail, but they are not likely 
to do more. As much cannot, however, lie said 
for the Hungarians, who are extremely dWn- 
cline.l lo sopp y the second batch of recruits re- 
quired by government for the year 1U69. Al i 
Kikiuda, in die Tnrontilercountv, the people re- 
fated either to give recruits or to pay their taxes, 
but it is not yet known no* the matter ended, as 
such matters are kept as secret us possible III \ 
the official Prague Gazette We read that the Arch- 
duke Albrecht, the commander of the 3d army , 

has proclaimed his resolve to bring before a drum 
head cou.t all those civil and military persons 
within the jurisdiction of his Armte Commando 
who may attempt to induce a soldier to desert, or 
to do anything contrary to his duty. The real 
mi aning of the foregoing sentence is that any 
person or persons convicted of an attempt 10 de- 
bauch the soldiers in the kingdom of Hungary 
will be put 10 death. Some Alsatian spies were 
a few days ago nrrested in the fortress of Kastadt. 
and sent to L'lm, but they have been claimed by 
the French Minister at Carlsruhe, who argues 
that, as France is not at war with the German 
Oonfe leration, the men who obtained inforniltion 
of what was doing ut Kastadt could not be con- 
sidered or treated as spies. 

It appears that the St. Petersburg Cabinet dis- 
approves the Emneroi Napoleon's plan for revo- 
lutionizing Hungary and Transylvania, as there 
are symptoms in Russian Poland of an inclination 
to take advantage of any political disturbances 
which may arise ill those provinces.

TIIK PROGRAMME OF TIIF. WAR HOW IT WAS CAR- 

RIKU OUT. 

New York. July 27. — The N. Y. Htrald has 
the following statement of hall n affairs: 

Il would be absurd, with the history of the 
past three months before us, to attempt to dis- 
guise or deny the lact that the French En.peror, 
before setting out to place himself at the head of 
his army in Italy, had an understanding with some 
of t ia. leading Sardinian and Italian political re- 
fugees, as to the assistance they should mutually 
lend each other in the struggle on which they 
were about to enter. So long ago as the first 
week of Jure, the precise lerins and conditions of 
the agreement were made know n, so far, at leaati 
as respected Italy, in private letters written by 
Koesttth to some of his friends in this country. 
These letters, some of winch, with the usual in- 
discretion of the Hungarian Ex Governor, he 
permit ed to be published at the time, Indicated 
with remarkable accuracy what would be the 
course which, under certain circumstances, Louis 
Napoleon would pursue, and from which course 
there lias been but slight, and those inevitable, 
deviations. 

From these letters we gather the following. In 
185(>, a society was set on foot in London, the 
avowed object of which was the unification and 
Independence of Italy. It had for President the 
Marquis Pallavicino, anil for Vice President the 
famous G ribaldi. Count Cavour, if not its ori- 
ginator, was a correspondent of it, and its seerel 
patron. Its object was more moderate than that 
of the Mazzinists. The latter would be satisfied 
w Mi nothing less than a unitary Republican Italy. 
T ie lonner aimed at nothing more th in the in 
dependence, under no m liter what form of gov 
eminent, of the whole of Italy, and thus, lo use 
th drown phrase, unifying all Italians in the mat 
ter of nationality. 

To carrv out their ideas, they used all their ef- 
forts to accustom the Italians, by means of cir- 
culating printed documents seeretlv among them, 
to regard Vic'or Emmanuel as the future King of' 
Italy. The brave and honest King is not without 
a laudable ambition, md he tery naturally had 
no objection to exchange a Piedmontese lor an 
Italian crown, but it would seem that althoUffh 
Count Cavour did not at first disapprove of thi 
movement, an interview with the Emperor at 
Plombieres, modified his plan. At tl-at interview 
it was agreed that if pos-ihle the following ar 
rangcmeiits should be effected. 

A brilliant victory by the Allied armits over 
Austria being c -unted on, it was agreed that if 
alter the first victory Austria should wish to come 
to terms, the line of the Adtce. the river that 
separates Loinbirdy from Venice, should be 
named as the frontier line, Lombardy being an- 
nexed to Pie mont. Venice remaining to Austria 
until a fitting pretext should offer lo deprive her 
of that also. 

If, how ever, she should remain obstinate, she 
mu t be fou.'ht clem of Italy This done, the 
d vision of the Peninsula was to be as follows: 
S ivov and Nice to be annexed to France; the 
Kingdom of Northern Italy to be united under 
the scepter of Victor Emmanuel; Tuscany and a 
portion of the States of the Church given to 
Prince Nanoleon, and Naples and Sicily to Marat 

How the agreement was carried out our readers 
will see in the terms of the treaty of peace, af- 
fording to which Lombardy is annexed lo Pied 
mont and Austria permitted to retain Venice. It 
is remarkable that the lattei clause for which the 
French Emperor is blamed by some was thus 
agreed to months before by Count Cavour on be 
half of the Italian Society of Loudon. It shows 
at all events how close was the connection be- 
tween that Society and the Emperor of the 
French. He kept his bond faithfully with them 
It is oi ly in reiard to tint part of it which was 
to be for the benefit of France, that lie deviated 
from the agreement, and for such deviation he 
certainly ought not to be held blameable. He 
found that the whole programme could not be car 
ried out without having all Europe involved in 
the war. and he with apparent unselfishness, re- 
nounced only that nart of it from which he and 
his relatives derive advantages. 

THE TRFATY OF VILLA FRANCA. 

Wo hive but few adJitiorul particulars of the 



treaty concluded at Villa Franca between the 
Emperors 0| France and Austria It appears, 
however, that France and Austria propose to 
take charge of the Italian Confederation. The 
Mincio is to be the line I etween Sardinia and 
Venetia, but Austria is to retain the four comers 
of her quadriateral, though Peschiera and Man 
toa are In Lombardy. Il will be interesting to 
know whether the Aostrians are still to garrison 
the fortresses of their ' historic square," or 
whether the troops are to be those of the Italian 
confederation. The old Dukes are going back to 
Tuscany and Modem. The people ..f Italy, 
and even of France, are much displeased at the 
terms of peace. Ominous, disturbances are oc- 
curring. It is said to be doubtful whether Gari- 
baldi will lay down his urns. 

The more wc know of the treatv the less satis- 
factory il seems. The French Emperor appears 
to have been anxious lo display his moderation to 
ward Austrian despotism He has vanquished 
the young Austrian Emperor's armies, and then 
won' his heart There is a talk that Napoleon 
and his Empress will visit Vienna. It is remark- 
able that the treaty was concluded by the two 
Emperors without consulting their Ministers, or 
the neutral newer*. Both seem to have been ex- 
as; crated at the neutrals. Prussia, in particular, 
has been unfortunate in obtaining the ill-will of 

both* Austria now feels towards Prussia as Rus 

sia did towards Austria at the close of the 
Crimean war. In the w ar with Russia Napoleon 
forced the Sovereigns of Europe to recognize 
him as their foremost n an. In the Italian war 
he has still further advanced and confirmed his 
p erson al pretensions — has destroyed the treatv of 
1H15 — exti niled his supremacy over Italy, and 
divided the German Confederation against itself. 
He is now needy to commence a series of opera- 
tions lo m ike the Rhine the boundary of France. 
Austria w. uld look on gladly, while he adminis- 
tered a lesson to Prussia and Bavaria, such as sue 
lias just experienced. Great apprehensions will 
be entertained in England of French aggression. [ 
Another alarm, more intense, and perhaps lief f « r 
founded i than any of the 8,-ries of such alarms, 
will presently sweep over England at the idea 
of PVeuch invasion, and vast sums will be used in 
"placing the-iflaiid in a state ol defense " But 
it will be the immediate policy oi Napoleon to 
quiet Europe. His official and semi-official papers 
will abound in the most honeyed assurances of 
peace and good will to the nations of the earth. 
He has a formidable task to perform in quieting 
tiie efOOSed "nationalities." Joseph M izzini will 
be looked upon by the people of Italy asa prophet ! 
of liberty, and he is the deadly foe of "order" nt 
Understood among despots. If the Italians have ! 
been great gainers bv th- war — if the Italian 
campaign of the French Emperor was a blow in 
the right direction — if it was even terminated in 
the best manner possible, Considering the condi- 
tion ol the Roman States, the equivocal disposi- j 
tion of Ru-sia, the menacing attitude of tier 1 
many, the strength of the quadrilateral fortresses 
and of the Austrian army, and the deadly nature 
of the fevers of the m ushes of the Po, the Ital- 
ians writhing in disappointment, will be slow to 
recognize I he good that bus come, and will be 
brought to grief by their hopes so rudely broken 1 
in their davs of cx ravagauce. 

Count favour's policy, as the manager of the ! 
Government of S ardinia, has been that which has ■ 
brought about the war. He it w as who urged the 1 
state of Italv upon the consideration ol the Peace 
Congress of Paris, and who brought about the 
marriage of Prince Napoleon and the Princess \ 
Clotilda. His resignation is a oonfeesion of the 
failure of his policy in a war with Austria, and 
hi- disapprobation of the treaty of peace. One! 

thing, at least, is certain, the peace is not one 1 
which was made by the people or for the |ieople. 
It was a se'lish contract between the Emperors 
of France anil Austria, anil it must presently 
perish by the -w ord. — t in. Cummercial. 

Venezuela. 

OUN. PAEZ's FAREWELL AnDRESS. 

The following reliable Statement of the condi- 
tion of the country is from a Venezuelan: 

THE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

The aspect of the country is at present very t 
gloomy, for the revolution appears to he one of I 
color or of race. The tendency is, however, 
masked by the different factions that rise in the 
republic, under the victors Zamol a and Falcon; 
and under these names they have Committed, and 1 
are committing, all sorts of crimes, robberies, in- 
cendiarism, murder.-, rapes, kc. so that the Gov- 
ernment is already so |H>wcrless against them that 
it temporizes with them, and leave- itself open to 
the charge of being more a partisan of theirs than i 
the protector of the people, who placed it in 
power. 

Puerto Cabello has suffered from one of these 
factions, headed by the negro, Gem nil Giicbara, 
ami sustained bv the brothers Juan Lerniet, and 
Cadet Laroche and Colonel Domingo Diaz. It 
has for the propagators of it* infernal doctrines 
one Robert Svers, one Cornell, and Others, all 
men who, without any merit of their own, have 
succeeded in elevating themselves by inculcating 
to the negroes communism and its kindred 
theories. 

The faction of the neiro Gttebara on the loth 
June murdered and robbed with impunity several 
honored citizens in their own houses, in the sub- ,' 
nib- of Puerto Cabello: and on the night of the 
17th they had so alarmed the citizen* that the 
youth and all the police force remained under 
arms all night and repelled the rioters, driving 
diem into the mountains of Moron, in the neigh- 
borhood of Puerto Cabello. 

Up to the id of July the rioters were there en- 
trenched, and in a condition to defend themselves; 
but the Government, Instead of sending a force 
to exterminate them, sent a commission to the 
assassins, composed of the brothers Laroche, Col. 
Diaz, and others; but this commission the negro 
Guebara, in the hope of carrying out his villain 
oils ideas, did not admit. This proves that the 
Government extends its sympathy to these fae- 
tionists, for it cannot otherwise be comprehended 
how a Government could pardon such wretches. 

Poor old General Paez has been politically ex- 
iled, and departed lor Philadelphia in the bark 
Kowens the same day as ourselves. Families are 
emigrating, and all are filled with consternation 
and dismay. 

On the 5th of July another similar faction at- 
tacked the town of Valentin at different points, 
but was also driven buck by the inhabitants of 
that town. 

At the last moment an order arrived from the 
Government to c!o-e the port of Puerto Cabello, 
to prevent the immigration of families, and as- 
suring them protection. I am assured, and it is 
tin- genera] opinion, that the actual provisional 
President; General Castro, encourages these dis- 
orders, so as to obtain in the election lor Presi- 
dent the votes of the factions. 

PAEl's FAREWELL AD0RE3S. 

General 1'aez to his Fellow-Citizen* : Recalled 
to my country by the National Convention, 1 have 
enjoyed the satisfaction of passing several months 
among yon. I heartily embraced the principles 
proclaimed by the revolution of .March, and espe- 
cially that which raises to a dogma the reconcil- 
iation of all the Venezuelans excited my enthusi- 
asm. To the practical application of that princi- 
ple I have devoted my words, my writings, and 
all my efforts. You have seen me fraternizing 
with men of all parties, and 1 am proud to say 

that I received from all of them a generous wel- 
come far beyond my expectations. I wauled to 
scrv e you, not so much with tny sword as with my 
advice. 1 would give, with pleasure, my life for 
your tranquillity, could my own blood have been 
sufficient to cairn those w ho shed the precious 

blood of the Venezuelans. 

But my words and my example, my conciliating 
c induct, the respect 1 always paid to the Govern- 
ment, and my cordial anxiety for your peace, 
hat e been of no avail for the benefit of the conn. ; 
try. Political passions and the haired of parties 
speak louder than my humble voice, and I am 
condemned to witness your misfortunes, unable to 

remedy them. 

But w hat makes my regret deeper, is to observe 
that with premeditated malice, and without the 
interference or the participation of the contending 
bands, the rumor is surmised that my presence is 
obnoxious to you. A form is given to such a 
rumor in p ri nted sheets ; other means, -till more 
unworthy, are employed to create distrust, to ex- 
cite hatred, and to lessen my reputation ; to ac- 
complish this end fallacious reports and procla- 
mations are spread. • 

Perhaps the interest I takeon your behalf blinds 
mo to think that the presence of a citizen who i 
Idvc; jou, wi:o sgr- 'od you faithfully, and wlioic 



only ambition is your peace, your reconciliation, 
ami the prosperity of the republic, mny be obnox- 
ious to you. But I must yield lo the circum- 
stances; and, guided on one side by the voice of 
patriotism, and being unw illing, on the other, to 
see my name brought forward as a pretext for un- 
patriotic views, 1 have determined to go again to 
foreign countries. There is no sacrifice great 
enough for me, if it contributes to your welfare 
Accept, therefore, my self-denial as the best proof 
of affection I can give you. 

My fellow-citizens, I depart w ith regret from 
amongst you, perhaps forever. If death should 

overtake me in a strange land, my last thought 
and my last wishes will be for the happiness of 
our country. Her misfortunes have increased my 
love for her From the distant home which 
destiny reserves to the last year of my life. I will 
share your happiness, if you ever become huppv 
I will lament your misfortune, if you continue to 
be unhappy. 

Fe! o.v-citizens ! Hear once more the voice of" 
my heart. Do not destroy etch other; do not 
ravage the beautiful country the Almighty lias 
given to you; let those who govern you be ob- 
DOtTenl of the Constitution and laws; let the peo- 
ple use with wisdom their invaluable rights; let 
those blood v revolutions, the stigma of Spanish 
America, take place no more in our country. 

It is all you want to re-appear before the world 
as a prosj>erous nation. Such is the best reward 
that you may grant me; the only one I ask from 
you as a recompense for my new expatriation.
